As a-result of a fell cf rock and 
coal in Room 118% of No. 3 level of 
Greenhill mine on Moniday, at be- 
tween ‘11 o'clock and noon, two min- 
ers, Frank Bombardier and Frank 
Cizek were entombed. 

Rescue parties were organized and 
worked incessantly for upwards of 
twenty-four hours before reaching 
the scene where the unfortunate men 
were trapped. Bombardier was found 
alive, with both legs and arms p‘nn- 
ed, while it was some time’ afterwards 
when his partner Chizek was discov- 
ered.

Hon. Mr. Stevens aec’ared that he 
was acting on the advice of H. N. 
Freeman, consulting engineer, Van- 
couver. Mr. Freeman had carefully 
inspected the field and had been im- 
pressed with the great possibilities. 
Wh'le the original outlay in equip- 
ment will be modest in proportion to 
the possibilities of future develop- 
ment, Hon. M. Stevens declared that 
the success of the venture lay with 
the people of the Province.—Regina 
Leader.

“Royal William,” the first vessel to 
cross the Atlantic under her awn 
steam. Fired with the possibilities of 
the future of steam propulsion, he 
conceived the idea of applying this

‘ships. Samuel Cunard, who was at

As a direct result of the partial crop failure experienced by the three 
prairie provinces last year, and the disastrous-‘‘break” in the stock markets 
which, although long predicted as inevitable, nevertheless'caught thousands 
of people unawares and resulted in enormous losses to many, there developed 


a feeling of depression and uneasiness throughout Canada and the United 
Btates. 


Coming in a year, during the first nine or ten months of which employ- 
ment in Canada reached a h gher peak than ever before in the history of 
the Dominion, with greater industrial activity, more development work done, 
and larger building programmes carried out, the country witnessed the 
paradox of a greater degree of unemployment when penaher set in. Although 
seasonal, and therefore temporary in character, this \situation added to the 
prevailing depression. ; 1 . 

Finally, the world’s wheat situation became the cause of deep anxiet 
and concern in Canada because of the fact that this Dominion is now the 
ehief exporter of wheat among the countries of the world. Canada was not 
the only country wh'ch produced an abnormally large wheat crop in 1928,

exporters, supported by the banks, withheld their wheat from export unless,

Ottawa OntThe revision of the 


@anada Grain Act has been complet- 
ed. While Hon. James Malcolm, Min- 
-Seter of Trade and Commerce, wiil 
mot make it public until introduced in 
Parliament, the main outline of the 
pew legislation is known. 

The revision was carried out by 
Mr. Malcolm, E. B. Ramsay, chair- 
man of the Board of Commissioners, 
and Col. O. M. Biggar, K.C., consult- 
fng counsel of the Federal Govern- 
ment, Every effort has been made to 
remove the new statute from const‘- 
tutional jeopardy. The old act was 
supported by the cla'm that the Fed- 
eral Government had power. to enact

ferred by Section 91 of the British 
North America Act. The particular 
elause of this section upon which the 
eld act rested was “the regulation of 

. trade and commerce.” The new act 
will rest upon a firmer constitut‘onal

“Of vital importance is the method 
by which the dealings in western 
grain. may be regulated’in such a 
way as to obviate any challenge as 
to the constitutionality of the act.

Ottawa.—Air mail service in the 
prairies will be inaugurated om 
March 3, Hon. P. J. Veniot, post- 
master-general, announced recently. 

The main line of the service will 
connect Winnipeg, Regina, Moose 
Jaw, Medicine Hat and Calgary. An- 
other route running between Edmon- 
ton, North Battleford and Saskatoon 
goes into cperation on the same date. 

The post office department has 
been work ng for months in co-op- 
eration with the flying officials im 
preparat.on for. the new service. 
Despite severe weather conditions 
which made it awkward to lay 
cables for lighting equipment on 
land ng fields, details are stated te 
be practically complete. 

A mail ’plane will leave Winnipeg 
at 9 p.m., accord’ng to the tentative 
schedule, and will reach Calgary at 
5 a.m. The eastbound ’plene will leave 
Calgary shortly after the arrival of 
the ’plane at 1.10 a.m., and will ar- 
rive in Winnipeg before noon. Other 
deta'ls of the schedule have yet to be 
settled. \ 

With the new service in operation, 
a saving of 24 hours will. be effected 
in the carriage of mail between Win- 
nipeg and the Pac fic Coast. Mail 
reaching Calgary by air will be in 
time to go aboard the train which 
had left Winnipeg the previous day.
